MORE AID REFUSED THEM 


Officers Declare Both Are Solvent 
and Will Pay in Full; 
Traders’ Established 
in 1880. 


New York, Jan. 20.—As a result of a deci- 

mon of the clearing house committee to af- 
ford no further aid to any bank, the New 
Amsterdam National bank, located in the 
Metropolitan Opera House building, and the 
Mechanics and Traders’ bank, a state insti- 
tution of 565 Broadway, which has thirteen 
branches, will not open their doors today. 
. The New Amsterdam bank was one with 
which Charles W. Morse was formerly con- 
nected and holde deposite of Caruso and 
other prominent stars. Both banks 
are declared by o to be solvent, but 
their directors thought it better to Nquidate 
than to try te continue business under ad- 
verse circumstances. 

The New Amsterdam National bank was 
capitalized at $1,000,000. It was closed by 
the order of the controller of the currency 
and National Bank Examiner Charles A, 
Hanna was placed in charge. The institu- 
tion’s liabilities are placed at $4,482,016, of 
which 52.068. 72. 40 are due depositors. 

Both institutions had been known as in 
the Morse-Thomas chain of financial inatitu- 
tons, but both had undergone a reorganiza- 
tion of the directorates. 


Will Reopen Soon as Possible. 

Tn a statement given out at midnight it ls 
said the clearing house holds $6,000,000 of ap- 
proved collateral, The statement says it 
is the intention of the directors to reopen 
the bank at the earliest possible moment. 

It was consolidated in the latter part of 1907 
with the Union bank of Brooklyn, which was 
one of the David A. Sullivan string of banks. 
Negotiations were begun early in 1906 be- 
tween the Thomases and Sullivan for a deal, 
when the Thomases decided to branch out 
as bankers on a large scale. F. Augustus 
Heinze was also in the deal. 

The Mechanics and Traders’ was one of 
the oldest banks in the city and formerly en- 
joyed à reputation as one of the soundest. 
It was organized in 1830. 

The bank has undivided profits of $951,000. 
Before the panic it had outstanding loans of 
$16,165,000 and deposits of $28,605,000. The 
deposits have since shrunk to about §8,500,- 
000. 

Appeal for Aid in Vain. 

Presidént Frank W. Kineman Jr. of the 
New Amsterdam and his attorney laid the 
bank’s situation before the clearing house 
committee after banking hours. The presi- 
Gente of two other banks with outstanding 
clearing house certificates were present at 
the meeting. Mr. Kinsman and his attorney 
told the committee candidly that it would 
be inadvisable for the bank to open in the 
morning, and impossible for it to continue 
open unless support was forthcoming. The 
committee reminded them that the bank was 
notified last week to retire its clearing house 
certificates, but later, on Tuesday of this 
week, additional time was granted. The 
clearing house was willing to grant addi- 
tional time for the retirement of certificates, 
but under no circumstances would it permit 
the payments of debits at the clearing house 
by the acceptance of certificates in lieu of 
cash. 

The New Amsterdam National bank, 
though it was not the bank at which Charles 
W. Morse maintained his main office, suf- 
fered as heavily as did the National Bank of 
North America from Mr. Morse’s notoriety. 
It required assistance for a longer period 
than did the North America, because, it is 
thought, of the effect of the Knickerbocker 
Trust company failure on financial institu- 
tions in the hotel and theater district. The 
New Amsterdam is in the Metropolitan 
Opera House building at Broadway and Thir- 
ty-ninth street. Many of its depositors, after 
recovering from their fright over the Morse 
happenings, took renewed fright from the 
Knickerbocker developments, 


Refused Further Assistance. 

“The clearing house carried these two 
Morse banks through the panic,” said a 
prominent clearing house banker tonight, 
„and gave substantial assistance to the 
managements which were endeavoring to 
rescue them from the plight in which Mr. 
Morse’s operations cast them. For more 
than three months they have been indebted 
to other banks in the clearing house. Ample 
time accordingly has been given to permit a 
demonstration of the contention that they 
could be rehabilitated. The clearing house, 
which, however, is willing to grant more 
time, would not exterfd further assistance. 
There must of course be distinction between 
safe and unsafe deen unless we are to 
have the government guarantee all deposits. 

One of the biggest depositors of the bank 
has been the Conried Metropolitan Opera 
company, but it was said at the opera house 
tonight that because of persistent rumors 
in circulation along Broadway for several 
days the management withdrew its deposit. 


Caruso Stung for $40,000, 

All salaries both to chorus and stars of the 
Metropolitan opera house were paid in checks 
on the New Amsterdam and for the moet pert 
they were simply turned in for deposit by 
those receiving them. Practically all of them, 
it is reported around the opera house tonight, 
disregarded the rumors concerning the bank 
and left their money in it. Caruso’s account 
in the bank is reported om reliable authority 
to amount to $40,000. He sang tonight and 
orders were given that no one tell him of 
the bank’s closing until after the perform- 


ance. 
The president of the bank, Frank W, Kins-

Resuscitated Trustees Are Rout- 
ed in Hot Verbal Skirniish. 


ROW OVER CHANGE IN RULE. 


No Longer Possible for Two Members 
to Delay Action on Reports. 


The firet open clash between the resur- 
rected members of the Dunne school board 
and the colleagues whom they found on their 
return took place last evening on the floor 
of the board of education. The Dunne mem- 
bers were routed. 

The fight was precipitated by a proposed 
amendment to the rules of the board pro- 
viding that the deferring or reaommitmert of 
measures reported by committees shall re- 
quire a majority vote instead of the request 
of two trustees, as has been the case here- 
tofere. When the smoke cleared away the 
board stood sharply divided into two fac- 
tions, the new rule had been adopted, and 
the Dunne members found themselves barred 
effectually from a continuation of the block- 
ing tactica which were the most prominent 
feature of the board’s deliberations last 
year. 

As was expected, the six resurrected trus- 
tees voted in a body against the measure. 
Mias Jane Addams allied herself with the 
recalcitrants, voting no on a prelimiaary 
motion to suspend the rules and declining to 
vote on the adoption of the new rule. Trus- 
tees Cameron, O’Ryan, and Guerin were not 
present. 

' Robins Wrathy in Defeat. 

The debate was short, sharp, and decisive, 
but while it lasted it sounded like old times. 
Trustee Dawes moved the adoption of the 
new rule and led the argument in favor of it. 
Resurrected Trustee Raymond Robins led 
the opposition with his old time valor. After 
a five minute hand to hand conflict between 


the two board members, Mr. Robins léaned | 


forward over his desk, his face white with 
anger, and shook his arm in Mr. Dawes’ face. 

„ Mr. Dawes, he shouted, do you think 
this is a fair proceeding? ’’ 

„Perfectly fair,” Mr. Dawes returned.

ASK TRANSFERS FROM L T0‘L’ 


Action to Relieve Loop Conges- 
tion May Be Forced by City. 


Companies Reluctant to Adopt System 5 


That Would Cut Proflts. 


Universal transfers are now in sight for 
the patrons of the elevated roads of Chi- 
cago. Through routes are wanted also, but 
the companies are showing more reluctance 
as to yielding this point. It was given out 
yesterday, however, that the city could prob- 
ably force the roads to the universal trans- 
fer proposition, and the through. routes 
might come also. : ' 

It is said that the companies, while proba- 
bly averse to making the advance themselves, 
would not be at all unwilling to de forced 
to grant the transfers. Their chiefs, of 
course, know the transfers are inevitable, 
anyhow, at no distant date. 

Ever sinee the question of improving the 
elevated road service was taken up by the 
council committee on local transportation 
Chairman Foreman of the committee has 
been in correspondence with the railway 
officials, and, while no agreement; ag to any 
point has been reached, a clearer under- 
standing of what can and cannot be done 
has been secured. 

Must Relieve the Crush. 

The first question. up was how to relieve 
the loop, and the roads’ suggestions were 
to lengthen the platforms and to allow a 
second story construction at Lake street and 
Fifth avenue, which would do away with 
grade crossings. This produced an outcry 
at once. The Wabash avenue tenants and 
owners who once stocessfully fought the 
longer platform plan in the courts, getting 
an injunction from Judge Tuley, rallied and 
determined to fight any such to 
the end. They sald it simply would make 
a tunnel out of their street. The companies 
hold that with permission from the coun- 
ein they can win the legal battle, but the 
aldermen are hesitating about giving them 
the permission. 

Arnold Favors Through Traine. 

Engineer Bion J. Arnold holds that the best 
way to improve the loop service is to put 
in through routes so that trains shal! run 
through and not around the loop, but the 
roads hate to give in to this. They ac- 
knowledge it would relieve the loop, but say 
it would be at considerable loss to themselves 
financially. 

So out of it all has come the universal 
transfer proposition. Thie the companies 
have taken to more kindly, although not yet 
consenting to it. The argument made for it 
is that it would relieve the loop by allow- 
ing more trains to stop at stub end termi- 
nals, where those who wanted to go farther 
could take transfers and go on to their des- 


tinations. In one sense it is similar to Ald. . 


Foreman's “shuttle train plan, except 
that the trains on the loop would all be regu- 
lar ones of the various companies, and the 
passenger on the Northwestern L.“ for in- 
stance, who transferred to the south side 
road could ride on down to Sixty-third street 
if he wanted to. 
Counter Demand Probable. 

Whether or not the companies will ask, u 
they grant the universal transfers, that they 
be allowed to lengthen their loop platforms 
has not developed yet in the conferences. 
It would be a natural thing for them to do 
and would develop @ lively contest. The 
property owners around the loop would ob- 
ject strongly. At the same time universal 


transfers would look like a pretty good prop-' 


osition to aldermen whose constituents use 

the elevated roads and who naturally would 

like to ride as far as they can for a single 
re.

: ELECTION OF COMMITTEES: 


The central or maneging committees of each political party shall consist of a 
state central committee, a congressional committee for each congressional district, 
a senatorial committee for each senatorial digtrict, a county central committee for 
each county, a city central committee for each city, and a precinct committee for 
each precinct. The state central committeemen shall be elected one from each 
congressional district, and the committee itself shall elect its chairman at a 
meeting to be held at Springfield within thirty days after the primary. 

For precinct committeeman each voter may write on the ballot or attach to it 
the name of a man of his party residing in the precinct. The one who receives the 
highest number of votes shall be the committeeman. The county central committee 
shall be composed of the precinct committeemen thus elected. 

Senatorial committeemen shall be elected directly. A senatorial district con- 
sisting of two counties has three committeemen, two to be elected from the county 
polling the largest vote at the preceding eleetion. In a senatorial district com- 
posed of one county three senatorial committeemen shall be elected, and in other 
districts there shall be one committeeman from each county. The congressional 
committee shall be composed of the chairmen of the county central committees 
of the counties eomposing the district except in cases in which a congressional 
district lies wholly within one county or partly in one and partly in another. In 
such cases the members of precinct committees will constitute the congressional 
committee. 

City committees shall consist of the precinct committeemen within the city. 
The various political party committees now in existence are recognized as official 
and continued, and shall exercise all powers given by the act until their successors 
are elected. 


CONVENTIONS: 


On the second Wednesday after the April primary dich county central com- 
mittee shall meet at the county seat and elect from its own members a chairman 
and other officers. This meeting is the county convention. At it shall be chosen 
delegates to the senatorial, congressional, and state conventions—delegates to sen- 
atorial and congressional conventions to be picked by the precinct committeemen 
living within the respective congressional and senatorial districts. In the county 
convention each delegate shall have one vote and one additional vote for each fifty 
or major fraction of fifty votes cast by his party in his precinct. 

Senatorial conventions shall be held on the third Wednesday after the April 
primary. 

Congressional aonventions shall be held on the fourth Wednesday after the 
April primaries. They shall have the power to select delegates and alternate dele- 
gates to the national conventions and to recommend to the state convention the 
nomination of candidates from the congressional district for presidential electors. 

State conventions shall be held on the fifth Wednesday after the April primary. 
They shall have the power to nominate the presidential electors and candidates 
for university trustees, to adopt any party platform, and to choose the national 
delegates and alternates. 


NOMINATIONS FOR HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES: 


The elected senatorial committeemen for each senatorial district shall meet at 
least thirty-three days prior to the April primaries and determine how many can- 
didates shall be nominated by their party in that district for the house of repre- 
sentatives. : 


PETITIONS: 


For United States senator, a petition of not less than 3,000 or more than 5,000 
signatures is required to secure place on the primary ballot; for the state offices, a 
petition of not less than 1,000 or more than 2,000 signatures; for congressional, 


senatorial, judicial, city, village, or town offices, a petition of at least one-half 


of 1 per cent of the qualified electors of the district. 
THE BALLOT: 


The “shoestring” form of ballot is provided, the names of candidates to be 
printed in a single column, beginning with the candidates for United States senator 
and ending with the candidates for the precinct. ‘ The names of candidates shall 
appear in the order in which their petitions were filed. 


QUALIFICATIONS OF VOTERS: 


To vote at a primary, the voter must be legally qualified and must not have 
signed the petition of a candidate of a party with which he does not affiliate or 
of an independent candidate. He must not have voted at the primary of another 
party within a period of two years next preceding. He must declare his party 
affiliation to the primary judges. 


BOARD OF ASSESSORS: 

Provision is made for the nomination of one of the five Cook county assessors 
from that part of the county which lies outside of Chicago, but no provision is made 
for the nomination of five country commissioners on the county board, to which are 
elected ten city commissioners and five country commissioners. 


TIE VOTE: 


In case of a tie vote for any nomination or for any election as committeeman, the 
canvassing board shall notify the candidates concerned and within five days shall 
determine the nomination or election by lot. 


SPECIAL ELECTIONS: 


In case of a special election, the call for it mall also call a primary for the nom- 
irations, fifteen days’ notice of the primary to be given. 


5 VACANCIES: 


The managing committees are given the power to make nominations to fill any 
vacancies caused by death or withdrawal from the ticket. 


CONTESTS: 

Any candidate may contest the nomination or election of another by filing a peti- 
tion for a recount with the county clerk, or, in case of contests for state, congres- 
sional, or senatorial office and for county judge, with the clerk of the Circuit court, 
such petitions to be filed within five days after the completion of the canvass of 
the returns.

“PEACEMAKER” IS ANG 


ing Profits Through Manip- 
ulation of Funds. 


Revelations of a piece of high finance that 
easily will take the pennant in these parta 
are promised in the affairs of A. C. Frost's 
Chicago and Milwaukee Electric railroad 
company, now in the hands of receivers ap- 
pointed by Judge Grosscup in the United 
States Circuit court. Frost ie charged with 
being the artful ‘financier who manipulated 
the funds of the company with immense profit 
to hie own pocket. 

n result of the developments of yester- 
day the receivership became a worse tangle 
of conflicting interests than ever, and 
charges of crookednese and bad faith went 
flying back and forth. President Charles G. 
Dawes of the Central Trust company, the 
peacemaker of the previous receivership, 
landed in Chicago and proceeded to show up 
the friendly arrangement in Judge 
Grosscup’s court. 


Says $66,027 Became $1,400,000. 

In a letter to the court Mr. Dawes pro- 
tested strongly against the appointment of 
Frost as one of the receivers of his own 
interests. The banker charged Frost with 
selling the securities of the road to investors 
on false representations. He submitted fig- 
ures showing that in the last four years 
Frost padded the freight and passenger re- 
ceipts more than §1,400,000. In that time 
the freight earnings actually were only 
$66,027, which Frost, by an artful system 
of bookkeeping, swelled to $1,015,563. He 
padded the freight revenue with charges 
for hauling material for the construction of 
the company’s own road. , 

According to Mr. Dawes, the passenger re- 
ceipts were swelled $480,445 in three years by 
the arbitrary crediting of checks of A. C. 
Frost & Co., amounting to from $1,0.v to 
$3,000 a week. Through the manipulations 
of the railroad company’s funds nearly 
$4,000,000 passed to the credit of A. C. F 
& Co. in two years, 

Mr. Dawes concluded his statement with 
the charge that A. C. Frost is not a proper 
person to represent the creditors and bond- 
holders, whom, in my judgment, he has de- 
frauded.”’ 

Closely following on this action Mr. Dawes 
filed in the federal court a petition asking 
that he be relieved of the trustceship, which 
he accepted in his effort to smooth over the 
difficulties leading up to the receivership 
granted by Judge Tuthill and dissolved three 
days later. Mr. Dawes asserted he had not 
been allowed to examine the books, and what 
he had learned of the company's affairs had 
prejudiced him against Frost to an extent 
that disqualified him as an arbitrator. 


Osborne’s Act Significant. 

Late in the day W. Irving Osborne, vice 
president of the Central Trust company, 

ualified as one of the receivers and filed 

is bond. He immediately went to the office 
of the railroad company in the Stock Ex- 
change building and took formal possession 
of the properties. D. B. Hanna, another of 
the receivers, is expected in Chicago taday. 

Judge Grosscup will have a hearing today 
of the protest against Frost as a receiver 
and of Frost’s defense. Frost issued a 
statement in answer to Dawes in which he 
did not deny the charges of financial jug- 
gling, but expressed the conviction that his 
conduct will be fully vindicated.“ 

The day did not pass without intimations 
that Frost may be prosecuted if it is found 
he has defrauded investors in the railroad. 
His operations are to be laid bare in the 
receivership proceedings and the character 
of his acts therein revealed will determine 
whether he is liable to indictment for viola- 
tion of the criminal laws. Mr. Osborne'e 
acceptance of his appointment as reteiver is 
known to be an indication of the determina- 
tion of his superior, Mr. Dawes, that Frost’s 
financial methods shall be probed to the bot- 
tom and justice done to the investors and 
cfeditors. 


Sees Company in Dilemma. 

From all appearances the company is in 
a bad way and not Hkely to pay its debts 
for some time. Frost said its floating debt 
is not more than 3500, 000, but an attorney 
who lately looked into the company’s af- 
fairs stated that the claims total close to 
$5,000,000. If it is found Frost has milked 
the company it will be up to the receivers 
to recover from Frost. This will not be 
easy, as Frost has sunk his money in va- 
rious enterprises, among them being the 
Alaska Central railroad, the Kenosha elec- 
tric railway, Ravinia park, the Libertyville 
race track, and the Racine Stone company. 

A number of Chicago banks are creditore 
of the company, among them being the State 
Bank of Chicago, the Western Trust and Sav- 
ings bank, and the Metropolitan Trust and 
Savings bank. Among the largest commer- 
clal creditors is the Illinois Steel company, 
which has a claim of $50,000. 


indignant, Dawes Hurries Back. 

Mr: Dawes was the picture of indignation 
when he walked into his bank in the morn- 
ing after alighting from the eighteen hour 
flyer, on which he had hurried from Wash- 
ington. He was expecting to be gone some 
time with his family, but when he heard 
of the receivership move made a few hours 
after his departure he cut short his vaca- 
tion and returned to business. He was 
specially indignant over the attempt to make 
him appear as acquiescing in a plan for cov- 
ering up the financial rottenness of the Frost 
concern. : 

The first thing he did was to get out of 
his désk a report by a firm of auditors of 
an examination of Frost’s books made in 
the three days that Gordon A. Ramsay was 
receiver of the road a month ago. He picked 
out a few salient illustrations of Frost's 
financial methods and embodied them in a 
letter to Judge Grosscup. 


Letter Just Hits High Spots. 

The report reveals all kinds of frenzied 
finance, but Mr. Dawes hit only the high 
spots and culled merely sufficient to prove 
that Frost is unfit to act as areceiver. Here 
is the letter: 

The Hon. Peter S. Grosscup, Judge United 
States Circuit court, Chicago, III.—Sir: I 
object to A. C. Frost as receiver of the Chi- 
cago and Milwaukee Electric railroad com- 
pany for the reason that from my investiga- 
tion of the affairs of this road in an effort to 
secure a peaceable settlement of its difficul- 
tles I have discovered that he has induced 
the sécurity holders to purchase the bonds 
of the road upon statements of net earnings 
which are absolutely misleading.

Grosscup Awaits “Frost’s Side.” 

Judge Grosscup, who is not only an experi- 
enced traction receiver but a traction mag- 
nate himself, was full of sympathy for 
Frost. After he had read Mr. Dawes’ letter 
the judge ga ve out this statement: 

„ have told Mr. Dawes in the conference 
today that I regretted that he had given his 
statement to the press. Mr. Frost, who built 
up this property—has put his life into it—has 
not been heard, and certainly nothing wil] 
be. taken as established against him until he 
has been heard. Mr. Osborne will qualify as 
receiver and I will give to the objections 
‘against Mr. Frost an early consideration 
with my mind unaffected by anything unt? 
everything is fully weighed and considered.” 


Saye Frost Should Withdraw. 


In explaining his action afterward Mr. 
Dawes said: 

„ In view of the attitude which I have 
conceived it my duty to take in connection 
with Mr. Frost's retention of the present 
receivership, I do not feel that I am im that 
im jal attitude which one supposed to be 
vested with the right of disposing of a man’s 
property should be. That through no desire 
of my own I have been made a party to a 
controversy as to Mr. Frost's retention in 
part leads me to take this action. A similar 
reason, it seems to me, should control the 
question of Mr. Frost’s retention of the 
receivership. 

In other words, Froet as receiver is in no 
position to engage. in the settlement of con- 
troversies of the Chicago and Milwaukee 
Electric railroad company with Frost as an 
individual, or with the subsidiary companies 
controlled by Frost. 

“The place for the settlement of these 
questions now ehould be with the court rep- 
resented by unbiaeed receivers.’’ 

Receiver Osborne caused a good deal of 
surprise when he walked into the company's 
office. He informed Frost he had qualified 
and wished to take possession. Frost told 
him to go ahead. Mr. Osborne had the usual 
receivership notice pasted on the front door 
and then appointed Attorney Fayette 8. 
Munro to represent him temporarily in 
charge of the property. Mr. Munro ig at- 
torney for the company. 


Tolman Supports Dawes. 


Among the callers at the judge’s cham- 
bers in the afternoon was Attorney Edgar 
B. Tolman, who represents creditors with 
claims of more than $500,000. It was he 
who filed the petition bristling with sensa- 
tional charges of fraud against Frost on 
which Judge Tuthill acted in appointing re- 
ceivers. Judge Grosscup is said again to 
have expressed regrets that Mr. Dawes 
had made his statement public. 

But it’s the truth,” said Maj. Tolman. 
It's only a part of the truth. I can prove 
all Mr. Dawes has stated and four times as 
much more.“ 

Whereat Judge Grosscup is said to have sat 
up and stared. About this time Attorney 
Pam came in with Mr. Dawes’ petition to 
be relieved of the trusteeship. 


Frost Awaits Vindication. 


Frost spent most of the afternoon com- 
posing a reply to the Dawes statement. At 
7:30 p. m. he gave out this interview: 

Mr. Dawes evidently bases his charges 
on short and incomplete extracts, taken in a 
hasty examination of the books of six cor- 
porations and one firm, covering transac- 
.tions mvolving millions of dollars and cov- 
ering a period from 1899 to 1908, which ex- 
tracts were made for partisan purposes in 
a period of forty-eight hours while the com- 
pany was in the hands of receivers on Jan. 


1, 1908. 

As all these matters are now under judi- 
clal investigation in the federal court, I 
do not propose to be drawn into any news- 
paper controversy. In the course of these 
investigations I shall be prepared to furnish 
the court with the fullest information as 
to all the transactions. When the court 
reaches its conclusion in the matter, I feel 
confident my conduct and my motives in 
my efforts to build up this great railway 
property for the benefit of all interested in 
it will be fully vindicated and the rights of 
creditors, bondholders, and all others con- 
cerned fully secured and protected. 

As regards my acting as recetver, I sent 
word to Judge Grosscup yesterday that I 
would not qualify if there was any objection 
to my serving, unless he desired me to do 80. 


SMELL OF SMOKE DISTURBS 
MEETING OF WOMAN’S CLUB. 


Several Leave the Room to Investigate 
While Prof. Laughlin Is Speaking— 
Fire Found to Be Far Away. 


A quiet fire scare caused a mild diversion 

yesterday afternoon at the meeting of the 
Chicago Woman's club in the Fine Arts 
building. 
_.djhortly after 3 o’clock, when the meeting 
had been under way on the tenth floor for 
an hour, the smell of smoke became notice- 
able. Then, in the midst of an address by 
Prof. J. Laurence Laughlin of the University 
of Chicago, women began to leave, a few 
nearest the door going first, and several cu- 
rious ones from other parts of the hall fol- 
lowing them one by one.’ 

Outside, elevator men and employés of the 
building assured the half-dozen frightened 
women that the smoke had made its way into 
the corridor from the alley in the rear. It 
is supposed that the unusuel amount of 
smoke in the air, blown southward from the 
fire in Wabash avenue, was responsible. 

The meeting was devoted to a discussion 
of the recent financial panic. In the course 
of his talk Prof. Laughlin said: : 

“ We all know that the recent indiscrim- 
inate attacks on the railroads and other 
interests was of a dull in the china shop’ 
variety. They went smashing with the little 
or big stick—as you like—and produced dis- 
aster where disaster was not earned. I am 
not disposed to stand up for the financial 
highwayman, but we have a right to expect 
a degree of discrimination in such matters 
—and that we did not get.“ 


DENY WOMEN RIGHT TO VOTE. 


Michigan Constitutional Convention 
Gives Fair Sex Privilege Only at 
Certain Elections. 


Lansing, Mich., Jan. 20.—[Special.J—By a 
vote of 47 to 34 the constitutional conven- 
tion voted this afternoon to amend the re- 
port of the committee on elections and elec- 
tive franchises and to insert the word male.“ 
thus robbing the women of the hope of the 
right to vote. The proposal adopted gives the 
right to women to cast their ballots at school 
elections, and also to vote at municipal elec- 
tiona when. they are taxpayers and the ex-

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with Law Will Be Accepted 
as Security for Notes. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 29.—[Special.J— 
Senator Aldrich's bill to amend the national 
banking laws by making provision for new 
isgues of note currency will be reported to 
the senate tomorrow. The measure was in- 
troduced in the sénate Jan. 7; and has been 
receiving close consideration of the commit- 


titles to national banking associations 
times of stringency, when they will find it 
advisable to file as security for such notes 
the acceptable bonds of any state, county, 
city, taxing district, or railroad, and pay 
the prescribed tax on such issues. . 


Wider Scope to Proposed Law. 

The committee found it advisable to give a 
wider scope to the measure than. was origin- 
ally provided, and accordingly amended the 
bill so that the amount of outstanding notes 
under the provisions of the act will be $500,- 
000,000 instead of $250,000,000. Other changes 
in. the original bill were made so as to give it 
more of an emergency character and enable 
banking associations to invoke its privileges 
in time of need with the greatest possible 
apeed. Thus, the controller of the currency 
ig directed to prepare as soon ag practicable 
circulating notes in blank to an amount 
equal to 50 per cent of the capital stock of 
each national banking association in the 
country. Under the terms of the original 
bill he was required to do this only on the 
request of an association needing additional 
currency. 

Another feature which has been added to 
the bill and which will greatly facilitate the 
speedy, issuance of emergency currency 
makes it the duty of the secretary of the 
treasury to obtain data concerning the value 
and character of all municipal and railroad 
securities authorized to be accepted under 
the provisions of the act. This will mean a 
constant stream of epg ny flowing — 
the treasury department from every munic- 
ipality in the country which has bonds fout- 
standing, and this information is to be contin- 
ually available to banking associations for 
wh eeds such bonds may be bought up 
for pu of filing at the treasury as 
sectfrity for additional bank note issues. 


Limit on Railroad Bonds. 


The information concerning municipal 
bonds will automatically flow in from the 
municipalities themeelves. All knowledge 
concerning the bonds of railroad companies 
which may be acceptable. % securities will 
come to the treasury from the interstate 
commerce commission, and to this end the 
committee has so amended the bill as to limit 
railroad bonds that Shall be filed as securities 
for emergency issues to those roads which 
comply with the existing law and report their 
earnings and expenditures regularly to the 
commission. 

As a further precaution against any posei- 
ble delay on the part of the government in 
making iseues to banks which comply with 
the terms of the act and make their requests 
for circulating notes under it,an amendment 
has been inserted in the bill whereby the 
controller of the currency shall immediately 
upon receipt tranemit the bank’s application, 
with his mmendation, to the secretary 
of the treasury, who shall immediately ap-. 
prove the same after determining in his 
judgment whether the business conditions of 
thes locality demand additional circulation. 
It is aleo his duty to determine the time of 
issue and fix the amount. 

In fixing the amount of the issue, the sec- 
retary ofthe treasury, according to the terms 
of the completed bill, must be guided by the 
proportion which the unimpaired capital and 
surplus of the national banking aseociations 
in the state where the applying bank is lo- 
cated bear to the total amount of unimpaired 
capital and surplus of the national banks of 
the United States. 


High Rating on Public Bonds. 


The Aldrich bill originally provided that 
all of the extra classes of securities men- 
tioned in the bill might have notes issued 
against them equal in amount to 76 per cent 
of their face value. After due considera- 
tion, the finance committee decided that the 
issue on public bonds could with safety be 
raised to 90 per cent of their face value. 
This change, accordingly, will appear in the 
bill when it is reported, and railroad bonds 
will be left at the 75 per cent rate. 

There is also an amendment to the section 
which relates to state, town, or county bonds 
which admits acceptable bonds of any class 
issued by a legally constituted municipality 
in the United States that has been in exist- 
ence for a period of ten years. The bill 
formerly. placed the Umit of existence at 
fifteen years. 

The restriction concerning the number of 
inhabitants a municipality must have in 
order to take advantage of the act has beén 
removed entirely. The bill originally pro- 
vided that municipalities must have had 
20,000 inhabitants at the time of the last 
national census in order to qualify accept- 
ably with its bonds. 


Secretary of Treasury Censor. 

A provision has been added to the bill which 
gives the secretary of the treasury contro! 
of all the acts of the treasurer and controller 
of the currency as authorized by the measure, 
and all of their acts and orders must be sub- 
mitted for his approval. : 

At one of the last meetings of the commit- 
tee it was decided that reference to the re- 
serves of banks located outside of central or } 
reserve cities should be struck out of the 
bill. The measure to be reported tomorrow 
will not contain it. The provision was orig- 
inally to the effect that such banks, now be- 
ing required by law to keep a reserve equal to 
15 per cent of their deposit liabilities, should 
hereafter hold at all times at least two-thirds 
of such reserve in lawful money. 

The tax provisions in the original bill have 
been left unchanged.

SEE WASTE OF PUBLIC CASH. 


Dealers’ Club to Cireulate Statistics 
About Prohibition.

The United societies yesterday began prep- 


arations to enter on a campaign of edu- 
cation.”” A call was sent out for a mass- 
meeting of the members of the allied organ- 
izations to be held at the First Regiment 
armory on Sunday afternoon, Feb. 9. 

The meeting is called to protest publicly 
against the further expenditure of the tax- 
payers’ money by the state’s attorney in at- 
tempting to secure convictions for the vio- 
lation of obsolete laws; to arouse public 
sentiment against making Chicago a pro- 
hibition city, and to denounce all attempts 
to fevive obsolete blue laws.“ 

President John Koelling and Secretary 
Anton J. Cermak signed the call, which was 
sent to all constituent organizations of the 
SJInited societies. Every organization is 
urged to bring its banners “ in order to em- 
phasize the standing of the United societies.” 


Prohibition and Crime. 


Facts and figures showing there are more 
arrests for drunkenness and more crime in 
prohibition states and cities than where 
there are licensed saloons will form some of 
the material to be used in the campaign of 
education soon to be inaugurated by the 
Manufacturers and Dealers’ club of Illinois. 

H. F. Davenport, general manager of the 
Brunswick-Balke-Collender company began 
preparing a new poster which will be scat- 
tered over the country. The material will 
be taken from the United States census bul- 
letins. Mr. Davenport has compiled a table 
showing that the cities of Maine and Kansas, 
prohibition states, have more arrests for 
drunkenness every year than Illinois cities 
of corresponding population.

) Chief Shippy Demands That 


Wells Be Removed from 
Harrison Street. 


WAR OVER “VAG” LAW. 


Charge Made That It Is Impos- 
sible to Get Conviction Even 
of Criminals. 


A serious difference of opinion existe be- 
tween the police department and Judge 
Hosea W. Wells of the Municipal court, now 
serving at the Harrison street station. It 
has gone so far that Chief Shippy has writ- 
ten a letter to Chief Justice Olson asking 
him to transfer Judge Wells to some other 
field of usefulness, preferably to entirely 
civil business. It is all over the interpreta- 
tion of the new vagrancy law. . 

The police complain that the vagrancy la 
is of no use on the south side because Judge 
Wells refuses to enforce it, and as a result 
all that any habitual criminal who refuses 
to work and wants to escape the law has to 
do is to move to the Harrison street district 
and he need not bother as long as Judge Wells 
is on the bench. 

They mention two specific cases where 
men with criminal records Were released 
after the records had been put in evidence. 
They say there are more. 

Judge Wells, who lives in the Twentieth 
Ward and was put on the Municipal court 
ticket through the political influence of Fred 
M. Blount, takes the legal view that beforea 
man can be punished under the vagrancy act 


| he must be convicted of having actually com- 


mitted an offense. * 

The police come back with the argument 
that the entire purpose of the vagrancy law 
is to enable them to drive undesirable citi- 
zens out of Chicago. 


Judge Says He's Running Court. 


“I sent Chief Justice Olson a police report 
on two cases of men who clearly come under 


the vagrancy act, but whom Judge Wells re- 


fused to hold,“ said Chief Shippy yester- 
day, “ but have received no answer as yet. 
I understand the report was sent to Judge 
Wells and he made the verbal statement 
that he was running that court himself and 
the police had nothing to say about it. So 
I do not see what more I can do.“ 

“I received a report from Chief Shippy,” 
said Chief Justice Olson, and simply for 
warded it to Judge Wells. I have had no 
answer from him as yet.“ 

The report was made to Capt. P. D. 
O'Brien, in charge of the detective force, by 
Sergeant William H. Howe. It had to deal 
particularly with two men recently arrested 
under the vagrancy law and discharged by 
Judge Wells. They are John Cummings, 
alias Cunningham, and James Anderson, both 
arrested on Jan. 23. The pictures of both are 
in the “‘ rogues’ gallery,.“ and Sergeant Howe 
says their criminal records were given to 
Judge Wells at the time he refused to hold 
them. 

Criminal Record Is Long. 

Cummings, under the name of John Cun- 
ningham, first was arrested for burglary but 
acquitted in the Criminal court on Feb. 28, 
1900. Then on March 4, 1900, he was convict- 
ed of manslaughter and sent to Joliet. On 
June 9, 1902, he got a new trial and was dis- 
charged. Since then his record reads: 

July 22, 1902, convicted of larceny; thirty days 
in the county jail. 

Nov. 27, 1908, larceny; one year in bridewell and 
fined 6143. \ 

Feb. 16, 1004, larceny; five months in the county 
jail. : 3 

Aug. & 1005, disorderty; fined $10. 

July 28, 1006, assault to rob; one year in bride- 
well and $100 fine. 

Oct. 29, 1907, attempted pocket picking; $60 


fine. 

Anderson's record is shorter, but the police 
say he le the smarter criminal of the two. 
In November of 1901 he was before the Crim- 
inal court charged with receiving stolen 
property. but the grand jury found a “no 
bill.“ He also was charged with larceny as 
bailee, but no indictment was found. 

In the spring of 1905 he again was in the 
Criminal court on dual charges of horse 
stealing and burglary. The first was dis- 
missed on May 8 of that year, but on May 18 
he was convicted on the burglary charge and 
sent to Joliet. He was paroled from there on 
June 12, 1906, and has been picked up twice 
since and fined once. 


INSULTED WOMAN KILLS MAN, 
THEN FLEES FROM HER HOME. 


Mrs. Gabriel Copoce Avenges Herself by 
Shooting Oarmin Randenello and the 
Police Fail to Find Her. 


Mrs. Gabriel Copoce, a resident of the 
Italian colony of Blue Island, avenged an 
insult yesterday by shooting Carmin Rande- 
nello as he lay in his room in the Copoce 
home. Then she disappeared and while the 
police searched every place in that vicinity 
they were unable to find her. Randenello 
@ied before a physician could reach hm. 

Early in the morning neighbors say Mra.’ 
Copoce ran into the yard in the rear of their 
home and thrust her 9 months old baby into 
her husband's arms. 

“The brute is in there. I have shot him,” 
they heard her say as she pointed towards 
the house. Take the baby and go to see 
him.” 

Then Mrs. Copoce hurried away, clad only 
in a light dress and without wearing a hat. 
At first the police believed she had been 
hidden by some Italian family. A thorough 
search was made, but without success. 

Randenello was employed in a roundhouse 
of a railroad at Blue Island. He returned 
from his work about 5 o clock yesterday 
morning. The sound of his voice was heard 
for some time afterward. About 7 o’clock 
Copoce went into the yard and was chopping 
wood when his wife was seen to run towards 
him. 

The police found Randenello lying across 
a bed. Copoce was in the house caring for 
the baby when they arrived. The baby was 
given to neighbors and Copoce was taken to 
the police station. 

Mrs. Copoce, who is 24 years old, was said 
by her neighbors to have been the unwilling 
victim of Randenello’s attentions for some 
time.

ACTION OF MIDDLE WEST. 


Disappointed Claimants Besiege 
Representatives, Insisting on 
Full Compensation. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 29.—[Special.]— 
The house of representatives has called a 
halt on the movement initiated by the presi- 
dent to remit the indemnity of $9,000,000 due 
the United States from China. Disappointed 
claimants from Ohio and the states of the 
middle west, from Texas, and from Cali- 
fornia have besieged the house, insisting 
that not a penny be waived until full com- 
pensation is given to them for loss of life 
and property they and their relatives sus- 
tained. | 

Some members of the house approve the 
Temission of the indemnity, but insist that 
a condition of some kind should be attached 
to the waiver whereby the Chinese govern- 
ment shall be pledged to use the money it 
will retain for the promotion of education’ 
in the empire. 

It is the earnest hope of the administra- 
tion that the house, after reflection, will pass 
the indemnity bill. The measure has been 

approved by the senate. It is necessary in 
the interest of the trade relations of the 
United States and China that something be 
done to show the Chinese in a practical way 
that real friendship exists in America for 
their country. 

Two years ago a boycott was adopted by 
them against American goods because of 
resentment aroused by the treatment of 
Chinese immigrants at San Francisco. The 
boycott was suppressed as a result of ener- 


President’s Wish Conciliation. 

But the feeling has remained. It was par- 
tially ameliorated by Secretary Taft during 
his recent trip to the orient when he formally 
reiterated at Shanghai that the United States 
proposed to continue to support the principles 
of the open door.“ 

Now the president wants to take another 
step in the way of conciliation of the Chinese. 
He has told members of the house that he is 
satisfied an excellent effect would result if 
congress should pass the bill canceling the 
obligation incurred by China as a result of 
the Boxer outbreak of 1900 for payment of 
all that part of the stipulated indemnity in 
excess of $11,655,492. 

The amount allotted to the United States 
following the Boxer outbreak was a little 
more than $20,000,000. All of the claims pre- 
sented have been adjudicated. Most of them 
were scaled down by the state department, 
and persons who did not receive the amount 
they believed due them have aroused oppo- 
sition in the house. For instance, the Amer- 
ican Trading company submitted a claim of 
$500,000 and received under award of the de- 
partment only $70,000. Other claims suf- 
fered reduction on the same scale. It is 
naturally to the interest of these claimants

The usher called the garter king of arms, 
who asked the man for his name and cre- 
dentials. The reply was: I am Lord de 
Morley.“ and the man produced a copy of a 
writ issued to Lord de Morley during the 
reign of Edward I. 

The garter king of arms, knowing the 
barony de Morley has been in abeyance 
since the seventeenth century, ordered the 
man to leave, which he did. 

The interloper was James Roe, who has 
been claimant to the title of De Morley for 
years but has failed of recognition. This 
the first time an unauthorized person has, 
succeeded in entering the house. No penalty 
attaches to the offense. 


Curzon Admitted to House. 
Large as is the program of legislation for 
the session of parliament, which opened to-

LANDOWNERS IN RUSSIA WIN. 


Court Decides Insurance Companies 
Must Pay for Damage Done in 
° Recent Revolution. 


RIGA, Jan. 29.—An association of land- 
owners in the Baltic provinces of Russia 
brought suit some time ago against several 
insurance companies to compel the payment 
of compensation for the burning and other- 
wise damaging of insured estates during the 
revolutionary activity in the Baltic provinces 
of the years 1905 and 1906, and today a de- 
cision was handed down favorable to the 
landowners. During those days of revolu- 
tion hundreds of manor houses and ancient 
castles were destroyed and estates were pil- 
laged by the peasantry. The losses gf the in- 
surance companies will amount to hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. The decision reached 
today, which will act as a precedent for im- 
lar cases throughout Russia, will result in a 
great boom in land values throughout the 
Baltic provinces. |

Thy daughter thou malt not give to 
his son and his daughter thou halt - not 
take unto thy son.“ 

The temple was crowded on that day and 
most of the congregation, familiar with the 
plans of the Stern-de Graffenried marriage, 
understood exactly to what Dr. Magnes was 
referring. 

Mr. Stern’s friends believed the sermon was 
leveled directly against the marriage of 
Miss Stern to Baron de Graffenried, and 
that the address was unnecessarily severe in 
tone. 

James Seligman and Moses H. Moses were 
strongly opposed to accepting Mr. Stern's 
resignation. Dr. Magnes’s friends said his 
objection to the Stern-de Graffenried mar- 
riage lay largely in the fact that it was cele- 
brated by a Roman ecclesiastic.

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President Getchell of Board 
Sketches City History and 
Makes a Forecast. 


UTILITY FIRST, THEN ART 


A. B. Cummins and Others Speak 
at Banquet in the Audito- 
rium Hotel. 


While the utterances of three men of na- 
tional prominence—Gov, Albert B. Cummins 
of Iowa, Senator Robert L. Owen of Okla- 
homa, and Lieut. Gov. Lewis 8. Chanler of 
New York—dominated the banquet of the 
Chicago real estate board last evening, the 
most lasting impression was made by E. F. 
Getchell, president of the organization, who 
rehearsed the progress of Chicago since the 
founding of the board twenty-five years ago. 
There were 300 men at the banquet, which 
took place in the Auditorium hotel. 

Coupling with his history an outlook for 


the future, Mr. Getchell spoke warmly of the 
needs of the city, dwelling most upon the 


practical development of transportation fa- 
cilities and u g the most sincere attention 
to the plans for a*subway system, an outer 
harbor, and the “lakes to gulf waterway. 

In view of the growth of our city and its 
great advance during the last twenty-five 
years,” he concluded, “ what prophecy can 
we make for the future? Nobody twenty- 
five years ago could have foreseen all that we 
see today. No man living can foretell the 
great events that will take place in this city 
during the next quarter of a century. But 
one thing is certain, our city is preéminently 
utilitarian, and while its citizens desire a 
‘city beautiful’ they also must have a city 
practical and economical,’ and we have now 
to demonstrate how the artistic and beautiful 
can work harmoniously with the utilitarian.” 


Changes Since 1882. 


In reviewing the changes that have oc- 
curred during the life of the real estate board, 
which still has twenty of its charter members 
on its rolis, Mr. Getchell said: 

“Since 1882, and up to July 1 last, there 
have been constructed in Chicago 165,258 
buildings, at a cost of over $881,000,000, a sum 

ting nearly as much as the profits of 
the Standard Oil company during the same 
period. All the larger and more notable 
buildings of the present day have been built 
since 1882. 

“I would remind you that twenty-five years 
ago Chicago hed no buildings over six stories 
high. The Montauk building was the first 
high bullding constructed, being nine stories, 
about twenty-four years ago. 

“The old county building was completed 
about twenty-five years ago, and has now 
given place to the new county building, one 
of the finest structures of its kind in the 
United States. When they laid the corner 
stone of the old county building, most of 
the county commissioners were under in- 
dictment, and absent from theceremonies. 


One Bank Owned Its Quarters. 


“ My recollection is that the only banking 
institution owning and occupying its own 
building was the Merchants’ National, more 
generally called in those days Blair's bank. 
With what pride and gratification do we 
point today to the large number of magnifi- 
cent bank buildings, all owned by their re- 
spective institutions, which reflect the great 
financial growth of Chicago. 

‘Twenty-five years ago the highest price 
paid for the best retail property on State 
street was in the neighborhood of $3,000 a 
front foot. The same property has advanced 
from 600 to 700 per centin value. Wholesale

An interview with the bishop resulted in 
a denial of practically all the charges made 
by the boy, but a denial based, as he said, 
on information derived from the authorities 
at Pontiac. He stated that the fact thata 
boy had been sent to Pontiac showed he was 
unworthy of credit. 

One of the incidents which was related 
by the ex-convict was said to have taken 
place six months ago. A boy about 16 years 
old was found with a watch in his possession, 
and was taken to Supt. Mallory to tell where 
he got it. He refused to do so, and was taken 
to the solitary cell where the boys are put 
through that unique form of torture known 
as “ cuffing.”’ 

How Boys Are “Cuffed.” 


In this punishment the boy’s wrists are 
shackled and each one of them is then 
fastened to an end of the top one of the 
parallel bars that run across the front of 
the cell. The top bar is about six feet three 
inches from the floor, so that when thus 
“ouffed”’ a boy is stretched out with his 
hands far to the side and above his head, 
and sometimes on his tiptoes with his face 
to the bars of the cell, in the position of one 

oled. 
"The boy who would not tell where he got 
the watch was hung in this position for a 
night and a day.. The nourishment given to 
the boys while being: “ cuffed g, alleged to 
consist of four ounces of bread and some 
water each morning. After about twenty 
hours the boy told from whom he had re- 
ceived the watch, and that boy, it is said, 
in turn was “ cuffed” until he had con- 
fessed. He stood the torture for thirty hours 
before giving in. The boy from whom he re- 
ceived it could stand only twenty-five hours,

Another alleged instance of punishment by 
“cuffing for other than a serious offense 
was told of an inmate named Porter, a col- 
ored man, whose number was 2.971, and who 
has been discharged after serving ten years. 
He and a companion were suspected of being 
implicated in a plot to escape and were kept 
on their feet at the bar for four days and four 
nights with the customary four ounces of 
bread per day. At the end of this time they 
were taken down by the order of the doctor. 
At another time Porter spent fifteen months 
in solitary confinement on bread and water. 


Similar Torture for Others. 


Another guard was charged with having 
beaten to death an inmate named John Cun- 
ningham several years ago because he talked 
while in line. As a punishment for which 
he was discharged and given a similar posi- 
tion in the bridewell. 

A boy named Stewart, No. 6,868, was said 
to have deen cuffed "’ for twenty-two hours 
out of the twenty-four for seven days for 
being found with a knife; and another inmate 
named Malone, No. 6,806, to have been put 
on bread and water for forty days for talking. 

Another alleged method of punishment 
given to two boys who had been guilty of 
several minor offenses consisted in placing 
them in a cold cell without bed or blankets 
for seven deys and nights. For the first 
four days they received no bread, and for 
the last three no bread or water, and were 
in such a condition at the end of the time 
that it took considerable effort on the part 
of the doctor to revive them.

Burials Without Notification of the 
Relatives of the Dead Also 
Are Rumored. 


Moline, III., Jan. 28.—[Special.J—Five gu- 
cides, all of which might have been avoided 
with more care, in eleven years, appears to 
form the principal grounds for the legisla- 
tive investigation at the Watertown asylum. 
There also are rumors of burials in which 
relatives were not properly notified, and there 
is talk of favoritism to certain inmates. 

One of these latter cases was made the 
subject of a fierce attack by a newspaper 
some time ago. A woman convicted in the 
Circuit court for abusing an orphan girl was 
committed to Watertown as a “ criminally 
ingane person,” the conditions of her com- 
mitment being that she should go to the peni- 
tentiary as soon as she should be pro- 
nounced better. 

It is charged she was permitted to receive 
visits from her husband until some months 
ago, when the exposure was made. Dr. 
cove bang still denies she ever received such 

sits. 

One incident which occurred tonight shows 
how well the interests of Dr. Taylor, head of 
the asylum, are guarded When a reporter 
telephoned to the asylum a young woman in- 
quired: Is that you, Mr. Magill?’ and then 
explained that the latter called several times. 
cases except the suicides. 

This is Attorney Larry M. Magill, a former 
member of the legislature, and a local Deneen 
leader. Darlier in the evening Mr. Magill 
said over the phone that Watertown was 
one of the best institutions in the state, and 
he would give any information he had to- 
morrow.” 

Coroner T. V. Eckhart, while declaring 
that Watertown is the best conducted insti- 
tution in the United States, admitted he had 
investigated five violent deaths there. 
These were men and women who hanged 
themselves in the rooms or jumped in the 
Mississippi river. “ All these cases were 
properly investigated by me,“ concluded the 
coroner. 

“Tes, I know the investigating committee 
is coming here. I invited them and want the 
inquisitors to dig deep,” said Dr. Taylor. 
When Dr. Taylor was asked about fatalities 
he was understood to say: We have had 
nonc.“ Later he clearly stated three in eight 
years. When told the coroner acknowledged 
to five he replied: ‘“ Well, two of those sui- 
cides were previous to eight years ago.“ 

“ Yes, we have had lots of burials on our 
grounds,” admitted the superintendent when 
quizzed regarding the graveyard story. 
But we always held regular funerals, with 
preacher and singing. No, we never had any 
burnings like at Lincoln or other serious 
cases except the suicides. This inetitution 
is tn tiptop shape, and I want you to go 
through it in daylight. 

“We have 1.300 inmates and about 175 
employés, about divided between the sexes, 
and the worst official criticism ever I got 
comes from Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, who ridi- 
cules my violet glass shade treatment for 
tuberculosis.”’

FIVE SUICIDES AT WATERTOWN. 


WAS INCENDIARY 


Department Officials, Puzzled 
by Its Spread, Start Out 
on a Full Inquiry. 


CALL-IN A PEATS PORTER. 


Manager and Cashier of Company 
Cannot Throw Light on 
Mysterious Case. 


Inabjlity to discover the origin of the fire 
which swept half a dozen business establish- 
ments on the edge of the loop district Tues- 
day night, resulted in the inauguration of an 
investigation yesterday, which may lead to 
an arrest on a charge of arson. 

“I do not accuse any one of incendiar- 
ism," said Fire Attorney Hogan last nicht. 
“ All I ask is that some cause be given, The 
porter, John Johnson, left the building at 
6:04 o’clock, two minutes before the alarm 
was sounded. Give Marshal Buckley, en- 
gine company 32 and truck 9, whose quar 
ters are at Washington street and Michigan 
avenue, two minutes more to get there. 
Now when they arrive the entire buiiding 
in the rear is a mass of flames and they have 
spread across a forty foot space across the 
alley and ignited other buildings. 

Put these facts together and I tell you 
there was a fire in that buik before 6 
o'clock or mighty close to it. It would not 
otherwise have been possible for it to spread 
so rapidly as it did. Our men worked like 
Trojans all night long and fought the blaze 
against a strong wind that blew the high 
pressure streams par, of the time away from 
the buildings. An investigation will not hurt 
a bit and we are going to have one.“ 

Started by Chief Horan. 

The investigation was begun early in 
the morning. When Chief Horan returned 
to the city hall after an all night direction 
of work at the fire he summoned Attorney 
Hogan and said: a 

Find out what started the fire, where it 
started, who was the last to leave the bufld- 
ing, what the insurance was, and all you 
can.” 

Hogan sent to the Windsor-Clifton hotel, 
where temporary offices had been opened 
by the Peats company. Benton H. Babbitt, 
general manager, and E. L. Nash, cashier, 
were summoned and later appeared before 
the fire chief and fire attorney. 

After they left detectives were sent for 
Johnson, the porter, at his home, 364 Twenty- 
seventh street. 

**I was the last. one to leave the building,“ 
said. Johnson. I locked the front door at 
exactly 6:04 p. m., at which time there was 
no trace of fire or smoke.” 

Have you any idea what might have 
caused the fire?” asked Hogan. 

No, sir, I have not,” replied Johnson. 

“You are sure that when you swept up 
nothing was burning among the sweep- 
inge? asked the fire attorney. 

Johnson said he was sure there was not. 


General Ignorance a Puzzle. 

Hogan was puzzled. It seems to me,” 
he remarked, ‘‘that some person ought to 
know something about what started the 
blaze, but none of them can even offer a 
theory. Twenty minutes efter the first alarm 
the walls and floors in the rear of the build- 
ing fell and came near burying twenty or 
more firemen. 

“The Peats company, I have been in- 
formed, has previously had three fires, the 
date of the first being April 12, 1891. The 
second occurred June 13, 184, and the third 
March 16, 1898. The first two times their 
store was ignited from fires in adjoining | 
buildings, while the one in 1898 originated in 
their store. 

Only by pure luck many men escaped 
being killed or maimed for life Tuesday 
night. Take engine company No. 10 for in- 
stance. Capt. Smith tells me the entire com- 
pany would have been killed had it not been 
for the fact that one member of the company 
happened to look up just as the rear wall 
and floors started to give way, and shouted 
the warning.” 

While it was freely admitted that the loss 
sustained by Edson Keith & Co. might not 
have been half so bad had the rear of their 
building been equipped with iron fire shut- 
ters, it was explained that the necessity for 
such precaution had never been considered 
by the owners of the building. The alley sep- 
arating the Edson Keith building from the 
Peats and Colby buildings is forty feet wide, 
and insurance men said it required a fire 
driven with the force of a blow pipe to send 
flames across such an intervening distance 
and cause them to communicate to another 
structure, over the heads of firemen. 


Says Firm Aids Investigation.

Plea for More Productive 
Marriages and Restric- 
tion on-Divoree. 


HOPE IN INTELLIGENCE. 


Dissemination of Knowledge 
Would Influence Desirable 
- Unions, He Says. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 2.—[Special.}— 
“Throw open wide the gates of marriage and 
where children are produced close tight the 
doors of divorce.” ; 

This is the advice of Prof. Alexander Gra- 
ham Bell, member of the committee on 
eugenics of the American Breeders’ asso- 
ciation, as expressed in an address today at 
the fourth annual convention of that body. 
He considered in his speech whether a prac- 
tical plan can be formulated that might lead 
to breeding better men and women, and took 
the ground that public opinion would be. 
more forceful in bringing about the desired | 
res ve restrictions on mar- 
riages. 
He said in part: 

“The improvement of the human race de- 
pends largely on two great factors, heredity 
and environment, and we deal chiefly with 
the question of heredity. It is the breeder's 
problem with which we are mainly concerned, 
not the question of education. or environ- 
ment, * f 

„Great hope lies in the fact that hu 
beings possess intelligence, and desire their 
offspring to be fully up to the average of the 
race. 


Knowledge Should Be Spread. 

“ Knowledge. ie what is wanted, and dis- 
semination of that knowledge among the 
people. If it should be clearly shown that 
certain classes of marriages are hurtful to 
offspring and others beneficial the * d 
semination of that knowledge would of itself 
tend to promote desirable and prevent un- 
desirable unions of the sexes. Would anz 
reasonable person, for instance, think of 
marrying his first cousin any more thag he 
would dream of marrying hie sister if he 
really believed any harm would result to the 
offspring? 

“The experience of breeders of animals 
would be especially helpful in this connec- 
tion. We all know the laws of heredity that 
apply to animals also apply to man; statistics 
of. in-breeding would be of great value if 
they could be so arranged as to throw a light 
on the effect of consanguineous unions in 
human beings. If there are any conditions 
under which consanguineous unions would be 
ot benefit to man they should be made known, 


How to Produce Thoroughbred. 

‘‘ Superior individuals on the whole have 
a larger proportion of superior offspring 
than the average of the race. Of course, in 
cases where both parents are superior this 
prepotency is increased. It can be still 
further increased if all four grandparents 
are superior, and if three or four generationg 
ft ancestors are individually superior the 
thoroughbred can be produced. 

„In the case of men and women who are 
thoroughbred in every respect, it is obvious 
that their descendants spreading out among 
the population and marrying into the average 
or inferior families would prove prepotent 
over their partners in marriage, affect 
their offspring. This result, I am .incline 
to believe, would follow from the simple 
process of promoting marriage of the su- 
perior with the interior, without resort to 
legislative restrictions on marriage to re- 
duce the production of the inferior. Of 
‘course, such riet Should be consid- 
ered, but the moment we propose to inter 
fere with liberty of marriage, we tread on 
dangerous ground.”

Brother of Huston Tells of Juggling of 
Certificates by Sanderson. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Jan. 20.—That Architect 
Joseph M. Huston mean to take care of 
himself at the expense his four co- 
defendants in the capitol graft conspiracy 
cases, now on trial, is apparent from the 
testimony today of his brother, the Rev. Sam- 
uel C. Huston of Philadelphia, a retired 
Presbyterian clergyman, who was called as 
a witness for the commonwealth.

a great force and constitutional authority 
since the day he entered that body. 

Following the senator from Pennsylvania 
in the list of persons voted on comes the 
vice president of the United States in the 
matter of first choice, although he leads 
Knox for the second and third choices and 
leads him, of course, in the list of total men- 
tions on the ballots. These fluctuations show 
better than anything else the fairness of 
the ballot, although the test itself may be 
far more accurate as a representation of 
real public opinion. 

Of all of those who are generally classed 
among the conservative candidates for the 
presidency Mr. Fairbanks was the first to 
be openly in the fleld. He is credited with 
having an excellent personal machine. For 
a long while papers were filled with stories 
regarding the doings of the secret Fairbanks 
agents. These mysterious political burrow- 
ings were supposed to be going on most 
largely in the south. Subsequent events 
have let everybody into the secret that the 
Fairbanks boom has made no abnormal 
headway and has never been distinguished 
by the activity which is now so conspicuous 
in the Cannon camp. 


Fairbanks Man Behind Cannon. 

THE TRIBUND’s ballot seems to show con- 
clusively that the vice president has not 
been made the beneficiary of any active cam- 
paigning. For the first choice he has re- 
ceived 176 votes, or only 3 per cent of the 
total. For second choice he has 255, or 5 
per cent, and for third choice only 366 out of 
3,207. On the total mentions the vice presi- 
dent has 797 out of 13,880, or approximately 
6 per cent, so that he ranks in that regard 
close to La Follette, following Cannon some 
distance and leading Knox. 

Outside of hie own state Vice President 
Fairbanks has his largest following in Vir- 
ginia, Illinois, Missouri, New York, Onio, 
Michigan, Pennsylvania, California, and 
Kentucky in the order named. This does not 
show any extraordinary effort has been made 
to work up a sentiment for Fairbanks in the 
south, or at least it does show that, if such 
an effort was made, it was not successful. 

One of the surprising things about the test 
ballot has been the development of a geunine 
following for Secretary Elihu Root of New 
York. He has hardly been considered an 
active candidate at any stage of the game. 
It le nevertheless apparent from the tone of 
the ballote, rather than from the figures 
themselves, that the secretary of state hag 
fallen heir to a great deal of warm popular 
regard which was given so freely to his dis- 
tinguished predecessor, John Hay. 


Minnesota Strong for Root. 


Mr. Root received only twenty-nine votes 
for first choice, but he had 111 for second and 
100 more for third, so that on the roundup 
he is credited with 240 mentions, or 2 per 
cent of the grand total, which is an extraor- 
dinary result to be achieved by a man who 
has attended so closely to the duties of his 
office and who has not been a candidate for 
any elective office whatever in recent years. 

It might be expected that the bulk of Sec- 
retary Root's strength would be found in 
New York state, but this is not true. His 
strongest vote comes from Minnesota, one of 
the agricultural states in the northwest, and 
he seems to have a good many friends in 
Connecticut and Pennsylvania, as well ag 
im far off Washington on the Pacific siope. 

There is not a state in the union in which 
some one has not made mention of the sec- 
retary of state as a desirable presidential 
candidate. In aimost every case he appears 
as second choice for Taft or Hughes, or as 
third choice when both of them are men- 
tioned. ° 

The two secretaries and the governor of 
New York are apparently associated in the 
public mind as representing something which 
is a shade more conservative than Roose- 
veltism itself. One voter who says, I ap- 
prove of President Roosevelt in part and 
think his policies should be continued, but 
on less radical nes,“ expresses the senti- 
ment which seems to be common with those 
who group Secretary Root with Secretary 
Taft and Gov. Hughes.

FIRST TWO TRIAIS FAIL. 


Delegation Urged to Work to the 
Last for the Nomination 
at Chicago. 


New Tork. Jan. .- Gov., Charles R. Hughes 
was strongly indorsed for the republican 
nomination for the presidency and the ad- 
ministration of President Roosevelt was com- 
mended im a resolution unanimously 
by the republican county committee at a 
ehocting tonight. The resolution further fa- 
vored an instructed delegation to the Chi- 
cago convention from thie state for Gov. 
Hughes, which shall use all honorable means 


nomination or directs the withdrawal of his 
name from the consideration of the conven- 
tion.“ 

The committee, under the resolution, 
pledges itself to do all im its power to have 
congressional conventions and the state con- 
vention adopt ‘resolutions instructing for 
Gov. Hughes. 

The indorsement of Gov. Hughes was 
gained only after a bitter fight, as it had come 
up for consideration at two previous meet- 
ings, and each time the resolutions were ta- 
bled after warm debate. The action of the 
committee on those occasions wag provoca- 
tive of much feeling among committeemen, 
and Secretary of War Taft recently wrote 
Congressman Parsons, cheirman of the com- 
mittee, that he did not desire his friends to 
divide his interest in any state which had a 
candidate of its own, and that he would 
„ greatly deprecate a contest which imperils 
republican victory in New York in Novem- 
ber.“ 


Traces of Bitterness Remain. 


The speeches that followed the introduc- 
tion of the resolution tonight shower unanim- 
ity of feeling for the indorsement of Gov. 
Hughes, but indicated that there were traces 
of resentment remaining from the fights in 
the previous meeting. Edward Lauterbach, 
who has been actively engaged in Gov. 
Hughes’ interests, declared the resolution 
was strong in tone and vigorous in its lan- 
guage. He said:

Under the old system the primaries 
were not conclusive as to nominations. 
Under the new system they will be. 
Therefore it is essential that the voters 
who have paid little attention to primary 
elections in the past should take as much 
interest in them as they do in the regular 
elections. Many have complained in tho 
past that they had no show at the prima- 
ries. That excuse for absenteeism has 
been taken from them. 

Doleful predictions were made in 
house yesterday of the havoc which will 
be wrought by direct primaries. As these 
‘predictions were made by people, most of 
whom have owed their political existence 
to the old style primaries, little attention 
need be paid them. At the same time it 
may be advisable to warn the voters from 
time to time that the responsibility for 
nominations is to rest exclusively on them 
henceforth, and that they must prove 
themselves equal to it. 

They will begin to appreciate the 
change in conditions later in the year. 
The candidates, particularly for minor of- 
fices, who hitherto have appealed only to 
the bosses for support, or have contented 
themselves with bringing in a batch of 
delegates they could trade with, will here- 
after have to make a popular canvass. 
There will be about as lively a campaign 
before:the primaries as there will be after 
them.

There will be no more dark horses.” 


FIGHTING - FIBRES. 

The Chicago fire fighters again have 
proved their bravery, skill, and endurance 
in the face of great difficulty. In the 
most destructive fire for more than a 
decade they gave a good account of them- 
selves. There were sixty companies 
them on hand to prevent the wider sprea 
ing of what might easily have become a 
dangerous conflagration. While they were 
hard at work, handicapped by the cold 
and the ice, the underwriters at the ban- 
quet table were expressing their appre- 
ciation ‘of Chief Horan and the’ men he 
commands. 6 

The cold weather was not the only diffi- 
culty the firemen had to face. One large 
building unprotected by steel” shutters 


proved an easy prey for the flames as 


they burst from windows just. across a 
narrow alley. 
dows with the upper half composed of 
fire glass and the lower of ordinary panes, 
every one of which was qnickly broken 
by the heat, seems to imply that the own- 
ers of the buildings had not taken the 
proper precautions to guard against fire 
from withqut. The long period during 
which no fire has been permitted to get 
outside of four walls is ended. But the 
wonder is that the loss was not greater 
when everything is taken into considera- 
tion. f 

The chief probably is right in his state- 
ment that no power on earth could have 
prevented the spread of this particular 
fire. The fire department of Chicago is 
well disciplined and well equipped. But 
despite that accepted fact there has been 
a loss which may approach a million and 
a half dollars. If there is any special 
lesson to be drawn from it it may be that 
there must be a certain measure of self- 
protection on the part of owners and oc- 
eupants ‘of buildings in order to keep 
losses at the minimum. 

January is making a bad record for 
large fires. A loss of half a million at 
Kansas City is reported with the Wabash 
avenue loss here. The total, for the 
month already exceeds $20,000,000 in the 
country. Chicago has had two large fires 
in a fortnight with an aggregate of dam- 
age closely approaching $3,000,000. The 
Parker fire in New. York, involving 
$8,000,000, and the Portland (Me.) city 
hall loss of $1,000,000 are the other great 
fires charged against the opening month of 
the year. January, 1907, saw thirty-two 
large fires in the country, in each of which 
there was a loss of at least $100,000, in 
eleven of them the damage being placed 
at $500,000 or more. The record of the 
years as they come along is a fairly con- 
stant one. No matter what steps are 
taken to prevent destruction from fires 
the losses continue to be enormous. 

No matter how efficient a fire depart- 
ment may be there will be heavy losses 
when great buidings are filled “with 
stocks of easily burning goods. Already 
in Chicago January has brought the fig- 
ure beyond that for the first six months 
of 1907., 


5 THE IOWA PLAN. 

There are a number of good features 
in the Iowa plan of control of the chari- 
ties of the state. They should be given 
careful thought by ‘those who are wres- 
tling with the problem in Illinois. The 
fundamental idea is that of centraliza- 
tion of authority and responsibility. It 
stands out in striking contrast with the 
Illinois plan. Here there is a state board 
of commissioners of public charities, the 
members of which have no salary. Their 
duties are advisory .and investigative. 
They are supposed to visit the various in- 
stitutions twice a year at least, but their 
recommendations may or may not be 
effective in securing desired changes or 
improvements. 

Fach separate institution has a board 
of trustees, ordinarily composed of three 
members, who are selected for political 
reasons and not for any special interest 
or aptitude for the particular: work com- 
mitted to their charge. Their duties hre 
prescribed by statute and their responsi- 
bility clearly defined. In the case of each

tage of auch a system is readily apparent 
when compared with the wasteful plan of 


board to check up any one ot the institu- 
‘tions ih a few minutes. 

“The Iowa plan is one of 1 
of power and localization of responsibil- 
ity... In Illinois no one seems to have 
much power and it is easy to find a scape- 
goat to protect those supposed to be held 
responsible.

In IHinois poli- 
tics has been far more important than 
efficiency. It is safe to say that the 
chhrities of this state never will be man- 
aged properly until they are entirely free 
from the baneful influence of political 
patronage. 

The reforms to be recommended to the 
Illinois legislature include several of the 
best features of the Iowa system. There 


4 are others which might be taken also. 


Beyond all else the state institutions need 
centralization of control and responsibi!- 
ity. The legislature should take that 
matter in hand after ita recess.

Robin Duff. on the occasion of his mar- 
riage to Lady Juliet Lowther, received fro 
his uncle, who wae still alive at the time, a 
check for $500,000 by way of a wedding gift. 
He has served for the last seven years in 
the Second Life Guards. His mother was a 
sister of the late Lord Vividn, whose own 
wife, now his widow, is a sister of Charles 
Assheton-Smith. So that the Hon. Violet 
Vivian, who has accompanied Lady Juliet 
Duff to this country and who is to spend 
some time at Washington, is doubly her 
cousin. 

Miss Vivian's father died as British am- 
bassador at Rome, where he was renowned 
not only for the perfection of his cuisine 
but also for his dancing, being a favorite 
partner of Queen Margherita at all court 
balls. In his younger days he had been 
famous for that accomplishmént, ‘so rare 
among English people, of knowing how to 
lead a cotillon, and as Creppy Vivian 
was master of the revels and the organizer 
of every fete.

Not that this detracted from his devotion 
to sport. For he was equally successful as 
a steeplechase rider, his activity in that 
direction, however, being brought to a close 
in Egypt, where he allowed, at a moment of 
political crisis, his fondness for sport to get 
the better of his diplomacy. For he not only 
entered a horse for the races at Alexandria 
but actually rode it in top boots, silk shirt, 
and cap—that is to say, the traditional cos- 
tume of the jockey—unfortunately coming in 
last. 

The foreign office took exception to this, 
accusing him of being lacking in proper 
consideration for the dignity of his office as 
British plenipotentiary in Egypt and de-

Lines Defend Alleged Extor- 
tionate Switching Charges 
in Chicago Yards. 


‘HIT SHIPPERS’ DEMANDS. 


Representatives Tell Commission 
Proposed Rates Would Be 
Confiscatory. 


The rafirocade with terminals in Chicago 
accused by the shippers and manufacturers 
of enforcing extortionate switching rates 
hed their innings yesterday in the continued 
hearing before the Illinois railroad and ware- 
house commission. 


In reply to the argument on the previous | 


of Attorney Levy Mayer, counsel for the 
s+ lS and representing the Chicago Asso- 
ciation of Commerce and the Iilinoie Manu- 
facturers’ association, Attorney S. A. Lynde, 
genera) counse! for the Chicago and North- 
western, and E. C. Kramer, representing 
eeveral southern roads, asserted that it is 
the shippers who are greedy. Mr. Mayer 
hed sed the railroads ese “ rapa- 
cious” and addicted to such crooked busi- 
ness” that, if 4 — a would 
force government owne p. 

Both Mr. Lynde and Mr. Kramer said that 
counsel for the shippers admit the rate of 
10 cents per ton for a minimum cariosd of 
twenty toni fur a three mile haul, which they 
propose, was arrived at with no consi dera- 
tion as to the cont af the services, coe 
actual cost of switching service 80 „ 
ceeds the proposed rate as to make operation 
under it confiscatory and illegal. 


Says Roads Want Justice. 


“The learned counsel for the shippers hes 
characterized the case as a protest of manu- 
facturers and shippers against the inexcusa- 
ble ity of the reilroads, and has de- 
clared that these furnish an argument for 

ernment ownership,” said Attorney 

de. The case from our point of view 
resolves itgelf into a demand by the shippers 
that this commission make a switching rate 
which they admit is founded on no such basis 
as the actual cost, or value of the service 
performed, and which we have shown is be- 
low the actual cost of rendering the service, 
and hence confiscatory and unreasonable. 
The inexcusable greed of the railroads re- 
solves itself into a request for a fair rate of 
compensation. 

“There have been, I admit, inexcusable 
switching conditions m Chicago in the past, 
but they were chaotic conditions, which 
were temporary. But when counsel for the 
shippers urges upon this commission a meas- 
ure to fix a rate which is not compensatory, 
but confiscatory instead, their plans go as far 
the other way as anything the railroads have 
Gone in the past. 

Would Define “Reasonable.” 

“We do not object to having the commis- 
sion set the boundaries for the switching dis- 
trict of Chicago, or to fixing the rates which 
shall prevail for the service. The constitu- 
tion of the state which created the commis- 
gion provides the commission shal] fix such 
reasoa ble um rates as seem equitable 
Byt we insist the word reasonable means 
something and the retes fixed by the commis- 
sion be such as to afford fair and reasonable 
compensation to the railroads for the switch-~- 
ing service. 

At the close of the arguments the commis- 
mon granted ten days for the filing of briefa, 
The decision probably will be made within 
the following month or six weeks.

Association of Commerce Mem- 
bers Place Body on Record. 


BACKIMPARTIALBOARD IDEA 


Will Send Committee to Washington 
to Boost Beveridge Bill. 


The Chicago Association of Commerce, 
with its 8,000 members, went on record yes- 
terday in favor of the passage of the Bev- 
eriége bill providing for a nonpartisan com- 
mission to investigate the tariff and report 
a draft of revised schedules at the next 


gpession of congress. 
It will send a strong committee to Wash- 


ington next week to cooperate with the 
national industrial committee in the interest 
of the measure. 

At the meeting of the ways and means com- 
mittee of the association, attended by 200 
members, at the Great Northern hotel in 
the afterroon resolutions were passed de- 
claring that: 

It has become apparent that the growth of the 
manufacturing industries of the United States and 
the strength of individua} enterprises in all un- 
portant branches of production render the re- 
strictive character of the customs tariff act of 
1897 burdensome to the general] population, taxing 
the consumer unduly in proportion to the producer, 
creating false values between capital and labor, 
and forcing an unnecessarily high ratio of ex- 
pense to income on the working man. 


Reciprocity Is Keynote. 

The official declaration of principles then 
continues: - 

Resolved, That with a view to a permanent re- 
adjustment of al schedule a recommendation 
be forwarded to congress to appoint a nonpartisan 
tariff commission to consider and draft without 
delay an act to provide revenue for the govern 
ment and to encourage the industries of the United 
States, but not to the undue exclusion of inter 
nationa) competition in comme;»rce. 

Reselved, That this commission be vested with 
powers to promote our relations with ali fri 
coumtries, submitting from time to time to con- 
gress such changes and modificatione in the tariff 
as may lead to reciprocal interchange of trade. 

This ‘action followed a speech by H. N. 
Miles, chairman of the tariff and reciprocity 
committee of the National Association of 
Manufacturers. 

Says All Want Revision. 

“We oome of several industries, but we 
are united in leaving the whole proposition 
to a tariff commission, said Mr. Miles. We 
are just at the end of the money stringency, 
but we do not want agitation. We do not 
want a word said that will make us hesitate. 
We want to take the tariff out of the cam- 
paign. We want tariff revision. | 

“ There is no reason why our foreign trade 
should not be 50 per cent greater than it is. 
Canada wants to trade with us, but I know 
men who are building factories there, be- 
cause Canada treats foreign nations as we 
ought:to treat them, 

“ The protectionists should revise the tariff. 
Grant an ample margin for protection and we 
cannot have a sane reform of the tariff any 
too soon.” 

The Agsociation of Commerce is a non- 
partisan body,’’ said President David R. 
Forgan, “ We will not take up political ques- 
tlons. The appointment of a tariff commis 
sion is essentialy a business proposition. 

“In the course of revision, reciprocal 
treaties undoubtedly will be made which will 
give our western country what it needs—a 
foreign market for ite surplus agricultural 
and manufactured products.“ 

Philippines Losing Trade. 

Maj. George P. Ahren, chief of the depart- 
ment of forestry of the Philippine islands, 
said that the commerce of the islands had 
fallen off from what it with Spain in 
consequence of the high tariff wall that had 
been built around it. During the Spanish 
régime the exports of sugar amounted to 
860,000 tons a year. They have decreased 
to 180,000 tons a year.

Bill Attacking Nelson Thomassen and

Charges of fraud and conspiracy are made 
in a bill attacking Nelson Thomgssen and 
Julius Kahn, a druggist, and asking for the 
appointment of a receiver for the Astoria 
Drug company, filed yesterday by John P. 
Mackay. Itis claimed by Mackay that ninety 
shares of the stock are owned by him. 

According to the bill Thomassen told 
Mackay that he had a prospective purchaser 
for 40,000 shares of the corporation’s stock, 
which included the store, but that the pur- 
chaser wanted to see all the certificates. 
Mackay was led to turn his certificates over 
to Kahn. 

Aiterwards, when Mackay asked why his 
stock was not returned to him, he was told 
by Kahn that no corporation existed in 
which he owned stock. The prospective 
purchaser, Thomassen told Mackay, was 
John M. Roach, who denied that he ever 
contemplated purchasing the stock. 

Mackay asks that his stock be returned, 
that an accounting be held, and that a re- 
ceiver be appointed to take charge of the 
affairs of the drug store.
